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INTRODUCTION TO PACKET - PART 7 - 
by Larry Kenney, WB9LOZ 


WORLI, N6VV, and VE3GYQ have devised a scheme 
called HIERARCHICAL ADDRESSING. With hierarchi- 
cal routing designators we have an opportunity to 
improve traffic routing. No longer will a missing call in 
a BBS forwarding file cause a message to remain 
unforwarded, sysops will no longer have to burn the 
midnight oil trying to keep their forward files up to date, 
and messages will move much more directly toward 
their destination. 


The format for hierarchical routing is: 
addressee @ BBScall.#local area.state- 
province.country.continent. 


It might look complicated, but it’s not. First, note that 
each section of the format is separated by a period. 
Codes used for the continents and countries are stan- 
dards, now accepted throughout the world. You should 
be able to find a list of them in the file section of your 
BBS. State and province codes are the recognized two- 
character codes established by the American and Ca- 
nadian Post Offices. These may be found in the 
Callbook, your phone directory, or any zip code listing. 
Don’t guess on the state and province code if you aren't 
sure whatitis, and make sure you use only the two-letter 
abbreviation. You could send the message to the wrong 
state or province or keep it from being forwarded 
altogether. The code for the local areais optional, since 
most of you have no idea what code is being used in 
upper New York state or in lowa City, IA. If you do know 
it, please use it, since it will help get the message closer 
to where it’s going. The code for Northern California is 
#NOCAL, and the code for Southern California is 
#SOCAL. You should use the appropriate one in the 
signature line at the end of each message you send. For 
messages going outside of the US or Canada, the local 
area is again optional and the state-province is not 
used. 


Using the hierarchical format, here are some routing 
examples: 
WB9LOZ @ W6PW.#NOCAL.CA.USA.NA 
WB6ELYI @ K6VE.#SOCAL.CA.USA.NA 
KC3XC @ N4QQ.MD.USA.NA 
VE3XYZ @ VE3RPT.ON.CAN.NA 
JA1ABC @ JA1KSO.#42.JPN.AS 
VK4AHD @ AX4BBS.AUS.OC 
You'll note that the local area code is preceded by the 
octothorpe (now, how's that for a $5 word?), better 


known as the number or pound sign. The reason is that 
the Japanese network, and possibly other areas, USS 
routing numbers for the local area, which could g 
confused with zip and postal codes. Using the # on all 
local area codes will eliminate forwarding problems. 


We need to emphasize two very important points: 
hierarchical addressing DOES NOT indicate a forward- 
ing PATH, and ONLY ONE BBS call should be included 
in the address. A list of BBS calls separated by periods 
will not get your message toits destination. Infact, itcan 
cause your message to loop between BBSs and your 
message probably won't be delivered. The addressing 
scheme is said to be one area inside another area. 
Using my hierarchical address as an example, WB9LOZ 
@ W6PW.#NOCAL.CA.USA.NA, here’s 

how you would describe the address: “WB9LOZ at 
W6PW which is in Northern California which is in 
California which is in the USA whichis in North America”. 


There are several BBS programs that implement hierar- 
chical addressing now, including the WORLI, WA7MBL, 
AA4RE, MSYS and WD6CMU software. Check the ID 
block you receive when you log into your BBS. If ithas 
an H in it, such as [RLI-11.11-CH$] or [4RE-02.10- 

HM$], your system supports it. a 


USING THE HIERARCHICAL ADDRESS: This next 
section explains how the BBS software uses the hierar- 
chical addressing scheme. We first have to understand 
how the software goes about matching items in the “@ 
BBS” address with items in the forward file. For an 
example, let’s say that we send a message to Tom, 
W3IWI, who operates his own BBS andis located near 
Baltimore, Maryland. We would enter: 
SP W3IWI @ W3IWI.MD.USA.NA 

If the only entries in the forward file are California BBSs 
plus a list of state abbreviations, let's see how the 
message would be forwarded. The first thing the 
software does is attempt to find a match between the 
items in the forward file and the left-most item in the 
address field. In our case, it would not find WSIWI. If 
there isn’t a match, it then moves to the next section to 
the right. It would find MD and that match would allow 
the message to be forwarded. If it had found the call 
W3IWI, that entry would take precedence (because itis 
more left in the field than MD) and would of course also 
ensure delivery.

Phase IIID Launch delayed until September 1996. a 


During meetings held in Evry France, European Space Agency (ESA) on September 
28th and 29th Amsat represented by Dr. Karl Meinzer concluded a firm contract wi 
th ESA for the launch of the Phase IlID satellite. Dr. Meinzer led the negotiations with 
ESA on behalf of all the AMSAT. In addition, Keith Baker, KB1SF,AMSAT-NA 
-@ Executive Vice President and Dick Jansson, WD4FAB, AMSAT-NA Vice President 
=~ a for Engineering , were present. In his announcement, Dr. Meinzer emphasized that, 
a “This event marks a major milestone in the Phase 3-D project as it establishes a firm 
so cost, schedule and technical baseline for our launch. The contract calls for a firm 
launch price of $1 Million US, and confirms that Phase 3-D’s primary launch opportunity will be via the second 
test of ESA’s new Ariane 5 booster (Ariane 502). However, if for some reason ESA determines launch via Ariane 
502 is not possible, the contract also calls on ESA to exercise their “best efforts” to orbit Phase 3-D on an Ariane 
4 booster, no later than mid-1997. Preliminary assessments indicate that, other than requiring an additional firing 
of P3-D’s kick motor, changing launch vehicles to an Ariane 4 should have little (if any) impact on the satellite's 
ultimate orbit or planned transponder performance. While the final negotiated price for Phase 3-D’s launch is 
somewhat reduced from earlier estimates, the cost of the launch still represents a sizable sum for an organization 
such as AMSAT. Fortunately, through the generous contributions of individuals and organizations from around 
the world, money is now “in hand” to pay the first installment of the launch bill, about $800,000 by November ‘1, 
4995. This payment will confirm AMSAT’s intent to launch Phase 3-D with ESA and reserve the launch slot. 
However, the final installment of the launch bill must still be paid sometime in 1996. While discussing the overall 
funding outlook for Phase 3-D, AMSAT-NA President Bill Tynan emphasized that, “In addition to the final launch 
installment, we still need to raise more revenue justto complete the satellite and prepare it forlaunch. Forexample, 
AMSAT anticipates the final assembly, checkout and test of Phase 3-D along with conducting the launch 
campaign will cost an additional $200,000. These are all expenses that AMSAT does not have current funds te 
cover.”

However, | have heard it on a 2m linear beam 
vertically polarized. You will need tracking information to know how to point the beam. Some people have had 
success using a fixed elevation of 45 deg. and just rotating the antenna in the azimuth.

Do not use extension cords with portable electric heaters. This is a common cause of fires. 
Turn off portable heaters when family members leave the house or are sleeping. 

Clean the flue of your woodstove or fireplace insert frequently. 

Have forced air furnaces serviced annually and change filters every six months. 

Kerosene heaters are not approved for use in homes in Oregon. Kerosene heaters are prone to 


sudden flare-ups, and they emit noxious fumes.

FCC BEGINS LICENSE 
EXPIRATION NOTICES 


The FCC has begun mailing 
notices of upcoming amateur license 
expirations. Those amateurs whose 
licenses would expire in December 
1995 are being sent, by First Class 
mail, acomputer-generated Form 610- 
R “short form.” 

The Commission’s Gettysburg 
facility expects to mail more than 5000 
such notices in late September, cover- 
ing expirations from December | to 
December 20, 1995. They plan to make 
mailings weekly, about 90 days before 
licenses expire. 


The new Form 610-R may be 
signed, dated, and returned to the FCC 
to renew the license, provided that 
no changes (such as address) are 
needed. It will be permissible to cor- 
rect misspelled words. For other 
changes along with renewal, it will be 
necessary to file a regular FCC Form 
610. 

For some time the ARRL has been 
sending license expiration notices as a 
free membership service. That service 
will be discontinued once the new 
FCC program is established. 

There is no monetary fee for an 
amateur license renewal.
